FOUR OF IATROBE COMPANY REPORTED KILLED 


Being buried alive by an exploding shell and unearthed sev- 


eral hours afterward by German prisoners, is not a common 
experience of our soldiers in France, but it is one that fell to the 
lot of Private Jacob Elpern of Greensburg, a member of Com- 
pany I 110th Regiment, who is also known by many Counells- 
ville people. In a. letter to las brother, Lew Elpern, of North 
Pittsburg street. Private Elpern gives a very vivid account of 
his adventure. Writing under date of August 5, from "a military 
hospital near the largest city in France," where he was being 
tenderly cared for by "a red-headed nurse," he says: 


"At 2 P. M., July 30, I led a detail of 40 men to our battalion 


with all the 'eats' that could be carried safely to the boys who 
were under a heavy barrage and machine gun fire, without los- 
ing a man. Major Anderson had made arrangements for me to 
have more 'eats' for the boys at a certain place at 9 P. M. I was 
going along a side road when I ran into two Germans.

I was buried at 
3.30 and at 6.30 P. M. the first 
thing I saw was two German 
prisoners digging me out. Then 
I saw some membf-r of my com- 
pany, I was taken to a hos- 
pital, an X-ray was taken of my 
left leg which was badly bruis- 
ed. All my clothes were a com- 
plete' wreck. I certainly was 
very lucky. It was; a wonderful 
experience for me. I have been 
in many a lard foot ball game 
but this one was T,he hardest I 
have ever played. 


"After being in the hospital 


five days I am eating three good 
meals a day and hope to be put 
with the boys in a month, so do 
not worry. We gave the Ger- 
mans all the hell they want and 
all the Greensburg boys gave an 
account of themselves that will 
go down in history. From the 
latest dope the boche is still 
running. Let us hope he keeps 
running until he reaches the 
end of the world. I got a few 
teeth knocked out, but I will 
have them fixed up soon.

could write you 
a. wonderful 


story of my stay up front, and 
will try to write it some time 
later. Don't worry about me. 
I will be in good trim for the 
foot ball season."

can, born at Piqua, O., and

Even in tho 
smallest doses, if continued, these opiates cause changes in the func- 
tions and growth of the cells which are likely to become permanent, causing 
imbecility, mental perversion, a craving for alcohol or narcotics in later life.. 
Nervous diseases, such as iatractablo nervous dyspepsia and lack of staying 
poK-ttra are a reeult of dosing with opiates or narcotics to keep children quiet 
in their infancy. 
Thj rule among physicians is that children should never 


receive opiates in the smallest doses tot more than a day at a time, and 
only then if unavoidab e.
